CAPITA!. AND I.ABOK. 


Almost all that has been said or 


written upon the problem of capital 
and labor and their reconciliation has- 
had a humane tendency in its effect. 


The capitalist has not been acted 


upon in any direct sense, but a certain 
reflex 
tnovemeut has reached him 


through the convictions and conclu- 
sions of others who have taken u 
humane view of the subject, and pro- 
gress has been made by humanitarians 
in the right direction, bat all that has- 
been accomplished has been arrived at 
through concessions made by capital 
oa humane grounds, which is very 
different from concessions made npou 
the theory of right. 


Capital as a rnle excludes by an 


envelope of selfishness all considera- 
tion of concession to la^or as a matter 
of right. Whatever it does do, is done 
on humane principles, which more 
often than in former times make their 
appearance to tbe credit of capital anil 
the advanced condition of humane 
action under the influence of a higher 
humanity. 


When we have takon into account tbe 


tendency of the age to a higher life the 
principle of right remains in the back- 
ground where capital has placed it, 
and no effort by capital has been made 
to bring the rights of labor forward 
for consideration as a naked proposi- 
tion. When the rights oT labor have 
received any recognition it has been 
under more or less duress, or because 
of some other cause., chief among which 
has beet tbe humane cause, which 
humane cause remains largely unex- 
plained in it* operation, but it appears 
to h»-ve taken, in an active sense, pos- 
sassion of the human mind. 


Capital acd labor presents to the 


philosophic mind H problem for solu- 
tion that has caused much thought 
and much effort to solve. Many con- 
clusions have been made respecting 
the means that should be used, and 
the way they should be applied to 
bring capital and labor together in 
harmony. 


The problem has been treated from 


different standpoints, and upon the 
premises taken, which 
have 
been 


mostly assumed, different conclusions 
have been made respecting a common 
end sought to be attained. While 
thoso who were engaged in the work 
intended to furnish a eolation of tbe 
problem, after much earnest thought 
by them had been given to the subject, 
tbe effect of the reports made has been 
progress made, and no more. 


It is well to think over or philoso- 


phize upon problems that 
include 


principles when put in operation that 
will benefit mankind, but to arrive at 
the practical side of a problem is often 
quite as difficult as its original solu- 
tion. That which is most needed for 
tbe present is a practical solution of 
the labor question when applied to 
capital. 


We are informed by capital that 


supply and demand is t!>e only solution 
tbe question will admit of in any 
practical sense, and no other solution 
could be applied in a practical way. 
Should it be that oapi^l is correct, 
then human labor, which is all that a 
large majority of the people have to 
offer in market, tskes tbe same rela- 
tion to c-ipital that is taken by a cab- 
bdgpj and for that reason and no other 
capital is in error. 


Man is intelligent and bis labor is a 


result of intelligence, and the result of 
his labor is intelligence personified, 
for which reason man's labor is subject 
to a higher law than the law of supply 
and demand. The law of supply and 
demand operates upon labor as it 
operates upon all things valuable to 
man, and tbe law largely regulates 
values in matters 
that 
pertain to 


Inbor, but when we have conceded tbe 
principle that effect') value?, no further 
concession ie required to the law of 
supply and demand. Tbe material 
part of man's labor is disposed of by 
supply and demand in connection with 
the law of cause and effect, but the in- 
telligent part remains' undisposed of 
by these laws. 
It may be and is 


claimed that the inteliigent part of 
man's labor in also regulated by the 
same laws. It Is admitted that the in- 
telligent part is so regulated as con- 
ditions pre, but tha cause of its regula- 
tion aud subjection to tbe same laws is 
a result of applied force. 


When we have learned that the regu- 


lation and subjection of intelligence to 
capital ia a result of the law of force 
applied, which application of force is 
in opposition to natural Jaw, and nat- 
ural law is overcome by force. We 
have also learned that tbe applied force 
by capital Bgainst natural law is the 
cause of contention between capital 
and labor. 


The law of force, which is largely 


a directing medium to capital under 
all circumstances, when applied in 
opposition to natural law that directs 
intelligence, the conflict is a result of 
tbe action of capital, and und>r tbe 
circumstances it will be tbe contention 
of labor to control the force that is 
now applied by capital against it. By 
getting possession of the means that 
directs the force against labor they 
may be cohtrolled in the interest of 
labor. 


That Engine House. 


An article appeared in the Gazette of 


last evening made up from interviews 
with some of the parties interested, 
regarding the construction of a build- 
ing which at present is intended for 
the ase of a town flre department. It 
seems that Mr. Fletcher of tbe Bank 
ot Nevada has some money that he 
had no better use for than to put it 
into a bniiding suitable for fire pur- 
poses. 
It appears to have been ar- 


ranged in some way that tbe town fire 
department would occupy the building 
at a rental agreed on by those inter- 
asted and those in authority, which 
should be regarded as a very excellent 
rfrrangemeut, b'lt it seems some one 
flooded the town last evening with 
dodgers that were intended to give to 
the people of Reno information upon 
ibe inferior make-up of the brick that 
is used in the construction of tbe 
building. 


Suppose it is true that the brick is 


uot of first class quality. Is it the 
business of any one who is not in- 
terested in the matter? Mr. Fletcher 
Das a right to do as he chooses witb 
bis money or other properly, and has a 
right to put in a building any sort ot 
briok he may deem proper to use. It 
is the old story in Reno, of |somebodj 
attending to the business of others, 
whose help is not needed or in tbe 
least desired. 
Psrbaps there is not 


another town on the earth of the size 
of Reno that contains more, or as 
many bnsybodies who are continuous- 
ly putting their noses into other peo- 
ple's affairs. 
Reno has been and is 


ouraed by having in it so many per- 
sons who make it a business to attend 
to other people's financial interests.
